Election/Restriction 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: below. 

I. Claims 2 ,3, 5, 6, 16-20, 22, and 24-27 are, drawn to a method of 
increasing a heat sink material grain size. 

II. Claims 9-11, 13, and 28 are, drawn to recrystallizing a heat sink
